5.—A n ew m eth­ 
od for the apportion men t of pu blic 
school fu n ds to the v ariou s cou n ties 
of the state was proposed at the m eet­ 
in g of the City an d Town Su perin ten ­ 
den ts’ association of In dian a. 
The 
presen t method of distribu tin g pu blic 
school fu n ds on the basis of the cen ­ 
su s of the school popu lation is g en er­ 
ally admitted to he u n satisfactory an d 
in man y in stan ces u n fair. 
For the 
pu rpose of makin g an in v estig ation 
lookin g to a better method, Professor 
Georg e L. Roberts of Pu rdu e u n iv er­ 
sity , Presiden t W. A. Millis of Han o­ 
v er colleg e, an d R. I. Hamilton , su per­ 
in ten den t of the Vin cen n es schools, 
were made a committee at a prev iou s 
meetin g , an d a report on the resu lt of 
the committee’s w’ork has ju st been 
made. 
Professor Roberts 
su bmitted 
the 
committee’s report merely as a su g ­ 
g estion for the su perin ten den ts an d to 
assist them in draftin g a proposed 
n ew law for leg islativ e action . 
The 
n ew basis of distribu tion proposed is 
called “the teaeher-ag g reg ate-day s-at- 
ten den ce” basis, which wou ld requ ire 
a school cen su s to be taken , thu s sav ­ 
in g an n u ally to the state school fu n ds 
from $75,000 to $S5,000. 
“It seems to u s,” the committee re­ 
ported, “that this combin ation basis i3 
econ omically con sisten t in that it pro­ 
poses to make the distribu tion u pon 
the basis of serv ice ren dered rather 
than u pon the basis of ability to pay .” 
A featu re of the n ew proposition is 
that, in the apportion men t of fu n ds to 
the cou n ties a defin ite su m, $100, shall 
be allowed for each reg u larly employ ­ 
ed teacher for the y ear an d for each 
reg u larly employ ed part time teacher 
in proportion to the time employ ed, 
an d that the balan ce 
of the state 
school fu n ds left after the teacher dis­ 
tribu tion , ex cept su ch amou n t as shall 
be n ecessary to meet the prov ision s of 
the deficien cy law, shall be apportion ­ 
ed to the cou n ties on the basis of the 
ag g reg ate day s of atten dan ce in the 
schools for the precedin g y ear. 
A table prepared by the committee 
on the statistics obtain able shows that 
on the n ew basis proposed, twen ty -two 
cou n ties wou ld lose in comparison 
with the amou n ts n ow receiv ed, an d 
the rest wou ld g ain .
